hsh language, 
and its 
experience 


Liberty is an inherited right, given 


u= of God; of which no other person 
or society of persons have any right 
to contiol, so long as it does not in- 
teifere with the equal lights of oth- 


Libeity has a twin sister in the field 


of word=— freedom, 
each of these 


words and experiences are of divine 
origin, and may truly be said to oe 
divine rights 
As such each person 


holding these rights ar* ameniable 
to God only who gave them, so long 
as he doeji not trespass upon others 
lights. 


John Stuart Mill, in his introduc- 


toiv on "Liberty" published in Lon- 
don and New York, in 1890 has this 
to say of liberty: "This then is the 
appropriate region of human liberty. 
It comprises, first, the inward do- 
main of consciousness; 
demanding 


liberty of conscience, m the most 
comprehensive 
sense; liberty 
of 


thought and feeling; absolute free- 
dom of opinion and sentiment on all 
<.uDi'ec(s, practical 
or 
speculative, 


scientific, moral or theological. The 
liberty of expressing ami publishing 
opinions may seem to fall under a 
different principle, since it belongs_to 
that part of the conduct of an in- 
dividual which concerns other people, 
but, being of almost as much impor- 
tance as the liberty of thought it- 
self, and resting in great part on the 
same reasons, is practically msepara- 
ble from it. 
Secondly, the principle 


requires liberty of tastes, and pur- 
suits; c-f framing the plan of our life 
to suit our own character; ol doing 
as we like subject to such eonse- 
nuences as may follow; without im- 
pediment from our fellow «"»ti.wa, 
so loWg as what we do does not harm 
them, even though -they should think 
our conduct foolish, P"v^rbees;t ^ 


unite, lot any purpose not involving 
haim to others; the persons combin- 
ing being supposed to be of full ag .

The only freedom which deserves the 
name, is that of persuing our own 
good in our own way, so long as we 
do not attempt to deprive others 01 
their*, or impede their efforts to ob- 
tain it.

Preservation of 


Florida Forests 


Important Step 


Not everyone realizes the impor- 


tant place that wood. has in the eco- 
nomic welfare of the human race, and 
the need of conserving its sources. 
Prof, Wilmon Newell, dean of the 
Florida agricultural college, says that 
"the original forests of the United 
States 
amounted to 
$22,000,000 


acies and that only one-sixth of this 
now remains. In the gulf states over 
four-fifths of the 
timber is gone. 


That this situation from the stand- 
point of lumber alone is of direct con- 
cern to the farmer is shown by the 
fact that more than one-fifth of al 
lumber cut in the United States is 
devoted to the making of containers 
for marketing the products of the 
farms. Including the lumber used for 
farm buildings and in the production 
of crops, nearly half the lumber sup- 
ply of the country is used on farms 
or in connection with distribution of 
farm products. It is not the future 
supply of lumber which is of greatest 
coneein from 
the farmer's 
stand- 


point. 
The 
forest lands 
perform 


many other functions, vital to his 
happiness and prosperity. The under- 
brush and leaves in the forest hold 
back the rain wateis, thus insuring 
continuity of stream flow and level of 
lakes, thus assisting in the avoidance 
of extremes of drouth and flood to 
say nothing of insuring constant wa- 
ter supplies for stock and people. An 
abundance of water, and the moisture 
held in the forests also contributes 
to reduced damage from frosts, a 
most important factor in the produc- 
tion of winter truck crops and semi- 
tropical fruits. Forests are the nat- 
ural abiding places for birds.- Without 
foiests there would be few birds, and 
as the numher of birds decreases in- 
sect damage increases. Without for- 
ests we will have no game and with- 
out regular stream flow we will have 
no fish. The greatest benefit from 
the forest is its contribution to the 
soil. Leaves and underbrush, decay- 
ing, from the soils of future years. 
Without decaying vegetable matter, 
or humus, in the soil the latter is 
unable to take advantage, even, of 
large amounts of commercial fertiliz- 
er, inn- can the soil, without humus, 
support the 
bacteiia 
necessary to 


make plant food available for use of 
the crops 
Many farmers think that 


older to have good giass, but as long 
as you burn your woods you will nev- 
er have good glass. 'The wholesale 
buining of the woodlands is the greafc- 
e-t einnmal waste of the present gen- 
eration, decoying as "it does, timber, 
soil, and all possibilities of good pas- 
turage ' Conservaton of the forest 
lands is an immediate and serious 
question in Florida, and it is hoped 
the tights and interests of fanner, 
lumberman, lange cattleman and tur- 
pentine operator can be all leeon- 
ciled in a constructive program of 
forest production and reforestation 
in Florida and all will benefit there-

Wood Resources 


of Country Are 


Disappearing 


The lepoit of the congiessional 


committee on reforestation, of wh ch 
Senator Fletcher wa* a member, is 
ai interesting document. It is shown 
thai 
the timber resources 
of the 


country are rapidly disappearing. Of 
8,000,000 tons of paper consumed n 
1922 over 50 per cent came from for- 
eign lands in various forms. The av- 
erage cost of pulp wood delivered to 
American factories in 1920 was $19 
a cord. The present large supply sec- 
tions are the far south and the fai 
west, with mounting cost in freight. 
The cutting of southern pine means 
a arge reduction in naval stores and 
its possible extinction. With the eut- 
t ng of timber, fires are consequent y 
reducing the area of forested land. 
The report says: "It is probable that 
southern pine stumpage has increased 
more rapidly in value during the last 
twenty years than any other soft 
wood timber in the United Stares; 
and second giowth of these species 
neai the center lumber markets a - 
leady commands values which justify 
the growing of wood crops. On the 
other hand but few of the southern 
states have taken organized action to 
protect their forests or rcgrowing 
areas from fire or otherwise to pro- 
mote reforestation. 
Aside from the 


338,000 acres embraced in the Flor- 
da national forest, there are no fed- 
eral forest pioperties in this region 
and the acreage of state holdings is 
extremely small. The price paid by 
the average user of everyday con- 
struction lumber has more than dou- 
bled within the last twelve years; in- 
deed the freight now paid on lumber 
is often more than its delivered price 
thirty years ago. Within the past 
eighty years the average retail price 
of lumber has advanced three and 
one-half times as rapidly as the in- 
des price based upon all staple com- 
modities. In 1921, §510 was required 
to puichase as much lumber — and 
poorer in quality — as could.be bought 
for §100 in 1840. The rise in lum- 
ber prices as freight hauls lengthen 
bids fair to continue. Common lum- 
ber is being shipped from Pacific har- 
bois thiough the Panama canal to 
the Atlantic coast at a cost of §15 
to $10 per 
thousand board 
feet."

The little city of Aviles, Spain, is 


the birthplace of the Adelantado, Pe- 
dro Menendez, the founder of St. 


est of the Spanish explorers and col- 
onizers whose names are linked with 
the region which is now the south- 
easteni portion of the United States, 
for it was he who established the 
colony of Florida on a fcm founda- 
tion, from 1565 to 1574. 


He was born at Aviles in 1519 and 


is buried there in the church of San 
Nicolas, according to his wish, but 
the casket rests in a niche so high up

(ares are by sections, the payment for 
eaeh section being 100 reis, srnfch at 
present rates or exchange is only one 
cent, though at normal rates it is near- 
er three cents. The sections vary In 
length, being longer In the suburb 
thaa In the city where they extend a 
distance of about 600 yards. 


None of the lines embrace more 


than fire sections, At each section 
point the motorman turns the cash 
register back to zero anfl the conduc- 
tor must immediately ring up fares to 
the Dumber of persons remaining in 
th» car. As passengers pay one, tiro, 
three, four or five sections each and 
the oars are practically always crowd- 
ed to the running boards, the conduc- 
tor needs a marvelous memory to 
know who haa paid and for how far; 
attempts to ride without paying are 
frequent, but tlie conductors rarely 
make mistakes. 


A car seldom or never passes an en- 


tire section without being boarded by 
an inspector who counts the passen- 
gers and checks tbe register. All cars 
are open, or summer- cars. The rule 
is that not more than four passen- 
gers may sit on one seat ami no one 
may stand between the seats. This 
effectually prevents any crowding In- 
side tbe car, but during rash hours the 
running boards are full of men hang- 
ing on like flies.
